sev erely cu t on the breast ov er the 
right front leg. 
Mr. Crabtree 
discov ered her the 
nex t morning and led her to the barn 
to ex amine her wou nds. 
His heart 
sank within him when he ex amined 
them more closely as it then looked 
like she cou ld nev er get well. 
He 
did not know then what kind of sp eed 
she had and of cou rse was not so 
relu ctant to see her go only the fact 
that he wou ld lose a good general 
p u rjx >se horse. 
He was discou raged and did not 
want to lake the time to attemp t to 
cu re her. 
So accordingly he tried 
to giv e her to a y ou ng man on an 
adjoining farm. 
He told the y ou ng 
man he did not wish to take the time 
to cu re her and told 
him lie cou ld 
hav e her if he wou ld take her and 
heal her wou nds. Bu t the y ou ng man 
refu sed after he saw the seriou sness 
of the cu ts as he felt that she wou ld 
nev er be worth any thing. 
After he cou ld not giv e her away 
he left her in his barn to die and did 
not giv e her mu ch treatment. 
Bu t 
su rp rising 
as it 
was to him 
her 
wou nds began to heal gradu ally and 
it was not long before she was able 
to work. 
It was not long after that 
he discov ered that the p air had some 
sp eed. 
This story accou nts fo r the large 
and u gly scar on 
Lady Mau d C. s 
breast ju st abov e h e r right front leg. 
Many p eop le hav e been anx iou s to 
know the cau se of the m ark and the 
fact that Lady Mau d C nearly lost 
her life makes it all the more inter­ 
esting.

“We realize that keenly in England, 
and we use all our energies in trying ! 
to get a parliamentary vote to enable j 
women to get equal rights with men. !

In G eneral Fav o r No w 


Farmers Believ e Mo re Spo ils 
In the Field Than in the Crib 


The corn husking season is just 
beginning. 
Up and down the county 
the farmers have worked a little at it 
for several day s, using care to put 
the grain in well ventilated cribs and 
to pile it together only in small quan­ 
tities. On the higher lands, as usual, 
the work is not quite so well advanc­ 
ed, but every where it is 
beginning, 
and the usual scarcity of help con­ 
fronts the owners of fields. 
Many 
of 
them 
engage 
their 
help 
long 
months ahead and are now glad they 
did so, for it is next 
to 
impossible 
now to find any one who had experi­ 
ence in corn husking whose service 
are'not already engaged. 
With the opening 
of the 
season, 
the husking time the usual amount .of 
sage comment, regarding the dangers 
of cribbing too early , is 
going 
the 
rounds in rural 
districts, 
but 
the 
say ing that “more com spoils in the 
field than in the crib” has sunk deep 
into the minds of most farmers. The 
results is that, in a general way , corn 
is gathered and safely stored in the 
barns or pens some weeks earlier 


than it was a few y ears ago. 
It has 
not been many y ears since the idea 
that corn was unfit to crib until it 
has stood a hard freeze was held by 
many a grain grower. 
When this 
prevails the work of 
husking 
was 
much more severe, and by slow de­ 
grees the idea, which seems to have 
had little foundation in fact, was e n­ 
tirely outgrown. 
Another departure from the prac­ 
tice of a few y ears a m is fast be­ 
coming general here. 
Tnat is in the 
matter of husking corn clean. While 
silk ribbons of husk on an ear were 
a thorn in the flesh of the farmers a 
generation back, a large per cent, of 
the grain now husked is “ripped up 
the side and broken out” to use the 
gatherers’ 
expression, 
a 
process 
which, while it leaves some husk on 
most of the ears, greatly hastening 
the gathering of the crop. 
Tt is ob­ 
jected to by many on the ground that 
it invites rats and mice into the cribs, 
but those whose practice it declare 
that the time it saves more than pay s 
for the grain the rodents destroy .

Milton to Cambridge perhaps is the 
best pay ing piece of traction road 
in Indiana.” he continued.

A very near tragedy was enacted at 
thé grade crossing of the C. II. & D.

ana railroad properties, the one as to 
the United States Steel company be­ 
ing 
most 
likely of consummation. 
W alsh Is now in New York city , where 
Judge E. H. Gary , chairman of the cor­ 
poration, is quoted as say ing: 
“We 
have no present expectation of so do­ 
ing.” 
Yet there is positive information 
that representatives of the steeel trust 
have been doing things looking toward 
the ownership of the properties. Arch­ 
ibald Cummings, of a subsidiary com 
pany of the trust, has been taking 
over in his name thousands of acres of 
coal land along the Chicago Southern 
division. 
Five thousand acres in Fay ­ 
ette township, Vigo county , northw est 
of Terre Haute, are included in the 
big preparation to get a supply of coal 
for the Gary and other plants near 
Chicago. 
It Is said th at the coal in 
Fay ette township and north to Dan 
ville, known as No. 4, is particularly 
adapted to the uses made of it in steel 
mills and for the by -products, notably 
coke. 
It is also known that Mr. Buffington, 
the Chicago banker, and at the head 
of the Joliet Steel company , has been 
giving personal attention to the rail­ 
road. 
In the last several months the 
Joliet and other mills have given a 
preference to the Chicago Southern 
division in hauling coal. 
Notwithstanding the denial by Presi­ 
dent Brown of the New York Central, 
that his company wants the Walsh 
properties, it is told that when he and 
the Vanderbilt party were in Chicago 
this week they were investigating the 
Walsh situation. 
The day s of grace 
allowed on the collaterals given by 
Wralsh to the Chicago banks will ex­ 
pire next week. 
The story th at Haw­ 
ley Interests want the roads is not be­ 
lieved here. 
It is barely possible that the steel 
trust is using the W alsh deal to bring: 


the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois to 
terms. 
The latter road has askod for 
better rates than have prevailed for 
some time. 
The steel people hav*» 
been sending their own engines and 
cars, with their own train -crews, to the 
mines and hauling the coal to the 
Joliet and other mills, pay ing the Chi­ 
cago & Eastern Illinois on a wheel 
basis which is said to be so low that 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois actual­ 
ly lost money on the traffic. 
It is a steel trust policy to dictate 
its own rates and terms, and where it 
! fails to have them accepted, to provide 
for itself, as by using the Southern 
Indiana road, for instance. 
It has 
I many thousand acres of coal in Penn- 
! sy lvania which have never been de­ 
veloped, but it is ready for the devel­ 
opment any time the trust does not 
get its own term s with Pennsy lvania 
, operators or railroads.

A problem that is not only worry­ 
ing local retail dealers— that great 
comodity, the broom—but the entire 
nation, is the shortage of the broom 
com for 1909 and its subsequent ef­ 
fect 011 the country. 
Brooms were 
never higher before in the history of 
the country for many decades back. 
Today the broom, which a few years 
ago sold for twenty cents, is retail­ 
ing at forty cents, etc. 
It is not the retail men who are 
boosting the price just for the mere 
matter of exhorbitant gain, it is sim­ 
ply a shortage of the crop of raw 
material and the 
shortage is being 
felt nation wide. 
A recent letter to 
dealers from dealers in Illinois and 
Oklahoma broom 
corn is explana­ 
tory. It tells the story of broom corn 
in a nut shell. 
Hot winds in Oklahoma destroyed 
two-thirds of the crop. There was a 
small acreage in Illinois with a light 
yield. 
This makes possible tonnage 
in the United States of 15,000 to 16,- 
000 tons. 
Normal 
consumption is 
45,000 to 50,000 tons. 
16,000 tons of broom com will pro­ 
duce 17,280,000 brooms. 
15,000,000 
families 
consume 
brooms. 
The 1909 crop will give each fam ­ 
ily one and one-seventh brooms each. 
Where the 
railroads, 
steamboat 
fines, stores and factories will sup­ 
ply their needs is a problem we can 
not answer. 
The 1909 crop is practically all 
sold, bought standing 
in the field, 
subject to weather conditions. Many 
manufacturers who would not believe 
the conditions are without stock. 
In 
short, it is a 
question 
of 
getting 
broom com rather than the price at 
the present time.
